The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  receives  and  distributes  all  (Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  and  designated  funds  for  Convention  objects.  The 
Bnanca  rqpoct  on  page  116  of  the  1959  SBC  Annual  reveals 
tlut  tha  Executive  Committee  disbursed  $24,808,919.00  in  j  ^ 
1958.  The  overhead  expense  is  shown  on  the  same  page  to  ^ 
be  .75%  (75  hundredths  of  one  per  cent,  or  3/4  of  one  cent  ^ 
out  of  eadi  dollar.)  We  doubt  if  any  Board  or  Committee  ^ 
on  earth  operates  on  a  smaller  percentage. 

Let  lu  examine  one  more  example.  On  pages  188-193 
of  the  1959  SBC  Annual  is  given  the  1958  Treasurer’s  re-  . 
port  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  The  income  was  $15,-  j 
^,177.20  and  the  home  land  expenses  were  $972,039.00. 
The  home  land  allocations  include  not  only  the  office! 
expense,  but  also  promotion,  the  enlistment  of  new  mis¬ 
sionaries,  missionary  education,  conventions  and  confer¬ 
ences,  and  even  the  salaries  of  the  area  secretaries  who 
visit  the  fields  and  actually  are  missionaries.  This  home¬ 
land  expense  is  6%  of  the  total  budget,  meaning  that  94c 
of  every  dollar  given  for  foreign  missions  actually  goes  to ! 
the  minion  fields. 

When  special  offerings  are  made  every  dollar  is  sent 
to  the  designated  agency,  with  not  one  penny  being  taken  I 
out  for  expense.  That  expense  is  cared  for  in  the  Cooper-  1 
ative  Program  budgets  mentioned  above.  For  example,  j 
every  dollar  of  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  which  j 
is  now  being  taken  will  be  sent  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board. 

Compare 

How  do  these  figures  compare  with  the  statement  that 
only  three  cents  out  of  the  dollar  reaches  the  mission  fields? 
Do  they  indicate  that  there  is  waste  or  misuse  of  the  money 
the  churches  give  to  mission  causes?  Every  person  seeing 
these  figures,  or  examining  the  complete  financial  reports 
should  be  convinced  of  how  carefully  and  wisely  the  mis¬ 
sion  funds  are  used.  The  facts  are  open  to  all.  Baptist 
agencies  have  nothing  to  hide. 

We  would  suggest  that  anytime  someone  hears  rumors 
concerning  the  misuse  or  waste  of  mission  funds,  that  he 
ask  for  the  source  of  the  information.  All  of  us  would  like 
to  know  where  these  untruths  are  originating.

Origin  Reaffirmed 
By  Commission 

NASHVILLE  —  (BP)  —  Was 
Howard  College,  Alabama  Bap¬ 
tiste’  institution  at  Birmingham, 
named  for  the  English  philsn- 
throplit,  John  Howard? 

Friends  of  the  college  wanted 
to  be  certain,  so  they  called  on 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  Historical  Commission  here 
for  help.  Ready  and  able  to  find 
out  the  answer  was  Davis  C. 
Woolley,  commission  executive 
secretary,  who  last  year  was  a 
member  of  the  Howard  College 
faculty. 

Checking  papers  in  the  year 
1842.  Woolley  found  a  statement 
about  the  founding  of  Howard 
College.  It  reported  that  the  col¬ 
lege’s  name  was  ‘In  honor  of  the 
distinguished  phllanthropUt, 
John  Howard."
